But this does 
not argue that there are not thousands 
of people in the world whom God 
loves. What Joseph declared is pre-

Had the inhabitants of the earth been 
in ion of the Gospel as it is in 
Christ, this predicted restoration 
would have been superogatory. Con- 
nected with this prophecy of John it 
is clearly stated that the inhabitants 
of the earth should be called upon to 
worship the true God, indicating that 
their worship at that time would not 
be directed towards that Great Being. 
A portion of the fulfilment of that 
prediction was the bringing forth of 
the record called the Book of Mor- 
mon, adding for Christ, the testimony 
of the prophets who existed on this 
continent, they being thus united 
with that of those on the eastern 
hemisphere. Gradually the rich trea- 
sures of heaven have been developed, 
and the work of God has progressed, 
a the way for the coming o 
hrist, who shall establish a reign of 
righteousness and peace.

A CURIOUS THEORY 


TRR Latter-day Saints believe that 
it is the destiny of the earth to be 
renewed and receive a paradisic 
glory. They look forward to a time 
when in its perfected form the 
earth will be the dwelling-place of 
millions of perfected beings. To 
them the various theories of men 
pertaining to the future of the earth 
are Imaginations only interesting be- 
cause they show how men wander 
about in gross darkness when not 
uided by the light of inspiration. 
The following account of a curious 
and false speculation is from the 
Review of Reviews :— - 


In the Dublin Review, the Rev. J. 
S. Vaughan sets forth a curious specu- 
lation of his own as to the ultimate 
destiny of the earth. His theory is 
that the world will continue until 
every particle of its immense bulk 
has through human bodies, 
and the whole of its enormous weight 
will be just sufficient to furnish forth 
new bodies for the human race when 
the trumpet sounds for the Resurrec- 
tion! He calculates that the dead 
weight of human corpses amounts to 
2,000,000,000 e century at pres- 
ent, and the total is going up. At 
present he thinks 100,000 persons die 
every twenty-four hours, when the 


population of the world is only 
1,600,000,000. In 4,000 years the popu- 
lation of this planet ought to rise 
to 320,000,000,000,000,000. Now the 
total weight, in round numbers, of the 
earth is 6,000,000,000,000,000,000,000. 
The number of the total aggregate of 
souls at the Last Day Mr. Vaughan 
does not venture to calculate, but he 
thinks that it is a divine design to 
allow human beings to increase and 
multiply until the whole of the exist- 
ing globe will just be sufficient to fur- 
nish forth the substance of their risen 
bodies, whether they be the bodies of 
saints in glory or of the reprobates in 
hell. This is his theory of the Resur-

nothing behind them of a material 
world. The ball of earth, which a 
moment before was whole and entire 
will then—like the ball formed by a 
swarm of bees, when the bees fly off 
—be broken up and divided into as 
many parts as there are human beings ; 
for every soul will depart, bearing 
away its glorified body as an independ- 
ent and distinct entity. The earth 
will no longer exist, as we now know 
it; it will be, indeed, as St. Peter 
says, “a new earth,” an earth no 
longer moving round the sun as a 


* 
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dark and sullen mass, but an earth 
consisting of the unnumbered hosts of 
glorified human forms revolving for 
all eternity around the divine Sun of 
eternal justice in heaven. 

In making even the roughest calcu- 
lation we must not fail to bear in 
mind the following facts :— 

Ist. That every infant that dies 
will claim a perfect and fully-devel- 
oped body at the time of its resurrec- 
tion, and will rise in a state of perfect 
manhood. 

2ndly. That every soul created, 
even though it is never brought forth 
alive from its mother’s womb; yea, 
even though it depart this life the 
moment after conception, will possess 
a like claim to the matured body of 
an adult. 
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3rdly. That thousands of infants 
perish annually, of whose existence 
no one but their parents know any- 
thing. Every such life must be added 
to the vast myriad of those to whom 
the earth will have to furnish a cor- 
poreal form. 

Such is a brief statement of the 
theory. There is something fascinat- 
ing in the idea of the whole of our 
present habitation: the seas, and 
mountains, and wooded plains, and 
massive monuments and all else on 
earth, some day forming a part of 
ourselves! It certainly gives a wider 
meaning to the idea of the Resurrec- 
tion; since on this theory the very 
earth itself will rise to a newness 
of life in the bodies of the re-fashioned

FACTS AND EVENTS, 


The American mails reached Euston at 8.40 on Wednesday morning last, having been 
conveyed from New York to London in the remarkable time of six days and a half. It 
is stated, however, that an effort to break down the record thus established will be made 

three months henoe. | 
It is understood that the formation of a great union, composed of about one hundred 
leading English capitalists having money sunk in metropolitan public-house property 
and a number of brewers and publicans, is on the eve of being announced. It is estime 
ated that the combination will ultimately affect some five millions worth of property. 

The Liverpool police made an organised raid, Oct. 22nd, on a number of betting clubs 
in Williamson-square, and arrested all the persons found on the premises. The sceme 
was one of the greatest excitement, many of those taken into custody being men of un- 
doubted respectability. The prisoners were eventually liberated, after the customary 
undertaking to appear at the Police Court, on Oct. 23rd, had been entered into. 


An explosion occurred on Oct. 22nd, at Messrs. Merrick and ©o.’s powder mills, Ros- 
lin, near Edinburgh. The accident occurred in what is known as the Reed House, near 
an iron tunnel which covers in the Penicuik Railway. When the smoke cleared off it 
was disoovered that two men, John Banks, assistant engineer, and Alexander Strachab, 
pattern maker, had been blown to pieces, and the building in which the explosion oo- 
curred was a mass of ruins. 

A claim of no less than £20,000 has been put forward by the salvors of the Liverpool 
steamer Blenheim for their services in connection with the stranding of that vessel. The 
Blenheim is a very fine screw steamer of large tonnage, and went ashore at San Rafael, 
Maldonado, on the 14th inst. She was subsequently got off by the aid of salvors, after 
the had thrown overboard 250 tons of her cargo, and 300 other tons had been put into 
lighters. The salvors, in putting forward their enormous claim, state that in connection 
with the stranding seven tugs were employed and seven lighters, with a capacity of 1,200 
tons, as well as several craft from Maldonado. Besides this the steamer was in a danger- 
ous position on a rocky coast, and was towed off. . Their claim of £20,000 is said to be 
made in full.” The Blenheim at the time of the disaster was bound from Liverpool to

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A REMARKABLE FACT. 

— — 
War a remarkable thing it is that any scheme for the amelioration of 
the condition of the human family which does not claim to be inspired of 
God, will receive more generous treatment from the world than if it did. 
General Booth, of the Salvation Army, has recently published a book in 
which he presents a scheme to lift out of the slums and other kindred 
distressing conditions the three millions of people he estimates are in 
need of help in these islands—“in darkest England.“ His scheme con- 
templates furnishing them food, shelter, and employment, under favor- 
able influences, for moral improvement. There is no doubt but what 
some good can be accomplished by the methods he proposes. But the 
point we wish to call attention to is the favorable mention his ideas re- 
ceive widely through the press. There is a popularity given to them that 
is quite extensive, and characteristic of worldly minded men. There isa 
marked contrast in the reception given to methods and principles pro- 
posed by inspired men, and those given by the wisdom of men. The 
Lord’s plan, when put forth as His plan, has never in any period of the 
_history of the race been popular. Principles of truth advanced by in- 
spired men are just as unpopular to-day as they were in former times. 
The singular feature in connection with this is, that the unpopularity 
arises not because those principles are true, but because it is claimed by 
their voteries that God has revealed them. This is clearly shown in the 
development in religious thought i in certain Protestant churches since the 
restoration of the Gospel in this age. Principles are now accepted as 
true by many theologians, that were not believed at that time. When 
advocated by the prophet, they were rejected with scorn by the majority 
of religious teachers. But when they were advanced as the views. of 
learned and popular theologians, they were quite generally received. 
They were more clearly presented by the prophet, and possessed as great 
a force of truth then as now, but they were unpopular; and so, e . 
because he claimed to have received them by revelation. 

History shows that the masses of humanity readily fall into the snares 
that the enemy of all righteousness places before them. The. methods 
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adopted in dpposing inspired truth are such as readily. influence the un- 
thinking multitude. They arouse prejudice and hate, and when. these 
things actuate a people, reason has no opportunity to show itself.. The 
adversary of souls evidently has no stronger weapon against divine truth 
than prejudice, and his scheme seems to have ever been to arouse preju- 
dice against people who have received the Everlasting Gospel. We can- 
not but recognize the terrible influence of prejudice, for when men are 
blinded by it, it is difficult indeed to obtain their earnest. attention to 
principles of divine truth. While this is true, it seems strange that in 
an enlightened period of time like the present century, prejudice should 
hold the sway it does against divine revelatio ; not so much against the 
dead word as against living inspiration and authority. Men may teach 
their views regarding Bible truths, and be comparatively unmolested, so 
far as the influence of prejudice is concerned, The Bible itself, a record 
of some of the teachings of the prophets, the Savior and His apostles, can 
be found in the homes of millions of people who claim to believe it to be 
a divine work; but let men come forward who are authorized of God to 
teach the same principles of truth found in the Bible, and to administer 
the ordinances of the Gospel, and prejudice is at once aroused, 

These are strange facts, and to one who has never seriously thought of 
them, no doubt startling. Not long since we asked a gentleman of the 
press to publish our articles of faith, and he failed to do it, doubtless, 
because of the prejudice that exists against the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. There certaintly could have been no other reason, for 
those articles would honor the pages of any publication in this or any 
other land. There is every reason to believe, however, that they would 
be readily and widely published were they the articles of faith of some 
man- made organization, for then the ever alert adversary of souls would 
not bring prejudice to bear against them. 

But with it all there is joy in the knowledge that while men’s glans a are 
being heralded | abroad, and people are wandering about as “drunken, but 
not with wine,” the Everlasting Gospel plan will ultimately be recognized 
as the perfect one. Those upon whom responsibility rests in delivering 
its message to the world, will continue to earnestly and faithfully per- 
form’ their work, assisted by the divine blessings of the Creator and 
Savior of mankind, and it will be successful i in the work of redeeming the

INSPIRED LEADERSHIP.

2 Win men are to be lifted above the ordinary plane of dae 
and achievement, there is need of the inspiration of personal leadership.“ 
These are the words of Geo. P. Fisher in a contribution to the columns 
of the Century, a leading American magazine. There is considerable 
truth in them, and the history of the world demonstrates it; but there is 
needed further the inspiration of God. It is natural for men to be influ- 
enced by strong leaders. It has ever been 50, and ve pro it ever will 
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be. It is a fact that is recognized in politics, in the inauguration of great 
enterprises, and in war. It is not less true in the progressive movements 
of peace. Men are influenced by the acts and words of their fellow-men. 
It is therefore necessary that a cause intended to benefit mankind should 
be strong in its personal leadership. The Lord recognized its influence 
and necessity in the organization of His Church. While Christ is the 
great head of the Church, He has placed in it for leadership, first, apos- 
tles,” and they stand at the head of the Church upon the earth. The 
personal mission of the Redeemer upon the earth in the meridian of time, 
was but short, and he left the apostles, so that the people might have 
authorized instructors and responsible leaders. Peter, we learn, was the 
first apostle, the great leader after Christ, and in this age the Prophet 
Joseph was made the great leader of the work of redemption. 


In the Church to-day the necessity for personal leadership is most com- 
pletely provided for. At the head there is the First Presidency, which 
consists of the President and his Counselors, next to them are the Twelve 
Apostles in the Melchisedec priesthood. These quorums are at the head 
of the Church, and, guided by inspiration, they form a leadership that 
has no equal upon the earth. In all the various branches of the priest- 
hood the influence of personal leadership is recognized in the organiza- 
tions, for a presidency is at the head of each of them. A presiding bishop 
and his two counselors are at the head of the Aaronic priesthood for the 
Church. Seven presidents, with the senior one presiding over them, give 
general direction to the quorums of seventies, and each quorum has its 
presidency. Then there are the stake organizations with their presidents, 
and in each stake are the high priest and other quorums, each provided 
with a personal leadership. Then there are the ecclesiastical divisions 
known as wards, with the personal leadership of a bishop and his coun- 
selors. 


Personal leadership is thoroughly recognized in the system generally 
called “Mormonism.” It is not only a personal leadership, but it is an 
inspired one, and hence there is a force and vitality to it that are sur- 
prising. There is no better method of teaching the people and elevating 
them to a higher platform of morality, than that of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. It is that of an organization effected by God 
the Great and Everlasting Leader. A careful study of the organization 
of the Church, of its comprehensiveness, connot but interest the thought- 
ful indivdual. It is truly a wonderful organization. We have but given 
a brief glimpse at the completeness of its leadership. It would take con- 
siderable time and space to describe it in detail. Suffice it to say now 
that it operates in a manner to elevate all who will come under its in- 
fluence, and that it will continue its work until the redemption of the 
human family as designed by God will be accomplished. J. E. C.
